Whether those shots wore aimed at the 
tioopg or not if unknown. One of the 
patrolmen on the lane leading to thd jail 
states that he heard the whistle of a bul- 
let, which passed, as he judged, some ten 
feet above his head. Some three or more 
shots wore fired afrerwardf, none of them, 
however, taking; effuct. 
At a quarter to 


nine o'clock our reporter passed through 
the crowd. 
Men, part of whom were 


merely spectators, wero standing all along 
Kxohango street, )rom the swing bridge to 
a point abova Court street. The crowd 
wero standing iu knots oil Oourt street and 
along the walks, and a number were 
perched on lumber piles in the open space 
running from the corner of Kxchange 
stri'ct to the bridge across the race. There 
wore IjeMdofl many gathered on this lot aud 
ut Hume distance irom the troops.

vicinity was, as wo have paid, about one 
thousand. None of the crowd were with- 
iu twenty feet of the troopc, and those im- 
mediately in front were boys. As our re- 
porter passed through these two of tho 
soldiers leveled their muskotn in quiok 
Bucctesiou and fired over the crowd. This 
had no effect on the crowd, who hooted 
and jeored at thu troops with now vigor. 
At this tiruo nothing was being thrown, 
rjeir wore the riotois making anything but 
u wordy demoiiHtratiou. 
We may remark 


that every 
soldier was provided with 


thirty rounds of ball cartridge, as is usual 
when called out in an emergency. 
But 


the crowd supposed the militia were fur- 
nished with blank cartridges, and, so far 
from being intimidated by shots, main- 
tained tho same threatening language, 
mill kept up u desultory fire of stones and 
brickbttu. Tho guard ut tbo bridge were 
becoming extremely restless and asked 
Iheir oiB.iern either to order a charge or 
direct ft tailing uiiek from tho position.
